A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teiephone interview witii regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary, 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the . 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative discussed with the PTO personnel the 
Office's position on the previous office action, as well as the previous interview/discussion with the Examiner on 
7/2/2007, and argued regarding the multiple resource history feature or "history list", that the "fonA^ard" and "back" 
buttons of Legall are not a multiple resource feature of different types, and that the Legall reference displays the results 
in different regions of the screen, where the EPG is displayed in region 220 and the web pages are displayed in frame 
' 210. More specifically, the Applicants' representative argued that Legall does not disclose a history list comprising 
multiple different resources from which the user may select a resource in any order from the history list. The PTO 
personnel discussed the Office's position that Legall discloses that the system can access the Internet, previously 
accessed and stored web pages, and can access a variety of external or internal resources including third party 
databases (col. 2, lines 26-37), where the user can select the information sources to be searched, such as the World 
Wide Web and electronic program guide (EPG) information, and the resources can be expanded to include other 
resources (col. 2, line 64 - col. 3, line 4). Furthermore, the system maintains logs of searches performed for 
subsequent references and all information may be displayed (col. 3, lines 4-33). Therefore, Lawler discloses 
maintaining logs from multiple resources, but does not explicitly disclose how the logs are displayed and how the 
sources can be traversed by a user. The England reference as presented in the previous Office Action was used to 
provide teaching regarding presenting a "history list" and allowing the user to select an item from the history list. The 
Applicants' representative intends to file a response pointing out what the Legall reference does not appear to disclose 
regarding the claimed "history list" including multiple resources as discussed during the interview.
